In this hey-day 
of glaring Gospel light when con- 
demnation for sin falls upon men 
everywhere and invitations to Christ 
are innumerable, people must do one 
of two things - either come or find 
an excuse ! 

Narrow and Straight 

The way to heaven is so narrow, 
straight, and guarded, that the way- 
farer must "go straight on" or turn 
straight back. God has provided no 
loitering places, no wayside stations, 
where one may sit and parley, or 
prattle in indecision. To stop is to 
go back! 

The "but" fence in the picture on 
our front page is self-interpreting. 
All classes and both sexes are rep- 
resented in the man "up against it," 
who has a genuine desire to travel, 
to attain the highest and reach 
Heaven, but who is impeded by the 
"but" obstruction. 

The rich man would get saved, 
"but" would God require his money? 
Certainly! God will not have a rival. 
If a man sets up a golden and earthly 
idol in his heart, it will assuredly 
bar the door against the incoming 
of the blessed Holy Spirit, 
A Strono Fence 

The business man would get sav- 
ed, "but" Godliness is not compatible 
with present-day methods of money- 
making. The lust of greed and ac- 
quisitiveness are a strong -fence, 
erected across the way to Heaven, 
for the average trader. 

The poor man would get religion, 
"but" he has to strive for employ- 
ment; so many questionable jobs he 
might get, but not if he were <i 
straight-out Christian. Out-and- 
ontism in the service of God would 
make him the scorn of his unholy 
fellow workman. 

The society man and woman 
would very much like to be ready to 
die and meet God. "but" it is un- 
fashionable to follow Jesus - cruci- 
fied. They prefer gaiety, amusement, 
popularity in the "earthly swim," 
rather than to be snubbed, "cut," or 
shunned by their "set" for what 
society is pleased to call religious 
notions. 

The "dressy" woman, rich or poor, 
fascinated by appearances, living 



day or night to adorn the poor body 
that will early go to dust - she also 
would like to obtain the robe of 
righteousness, "but" "how would she 
look" in plain dress? What would 
Mrs. So-and-so say? 

The formalist would like to get on 
fire for God, "but" for his conven- 
tionalism. 

The harlot, poor creature, with a 
bleeding heart, thought not to have 
any sense of shame or vestige of wo- 
manliness, would fly from ftlthiness 
to Christ, but she cannot believe 
there is hope for her. Another "but 
fence" is her leper-like ex-commun- 
ication from supposedly clean circles. 
Want to Enjoy the World 

The gambler's "but" is one of 
habit. A strong fence, indeed, and to 
him impassable. Young men and 
women would become youthfj.il ser- 
vants of the Most High God, "but" 
they want to enjoy the world for a 
season. It appears that every sinner 
and backslider who rejects Christ, 
when faced with the question of all 
questions, stands behind some "but"' 
or other. The aim of one and all is 
to get on to the way to Heaven with- 
out the demolition. of the "hut fence". 
Over it, under it, around it, anyhow 
so as to lead a purely self-gratifying 
life and still "make the best of both 
worlds." 

They cannot do it! Jesus Christ's 
words prove it: "Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon." God's fiercest 
"woes" are pronounced against the 
prophets who prophesy lies. Such 
are all the preachers who teaeh a 
way to Heaven, without separation 
from idolatry and sin. It is only 
necessary to quote three Bible

The Officers experienced 
difficulty in securing a place for 
Ipurpose. A native gentleman of 



much influence in the district seeing 
our difficulty offered us the front of 
his shop, a concrete pavement, 100 
ft. x 25 ft. This space he filled in 
with chairs and benches placing a 
table in the centre. 

"When we arrived on the spot, our 
friend had invited a number of people 
to the meeting and provided them with 
scats. Tbey were accompanied by 
their Chief who togetler with the rest 
rose and greeted us as we approached. 

"As soon as our Band, consisting of 
comet, concertina and drums struck 
up the people came from all direc- 
tions. Amongst the number were 
many children who packed themselves 
about our feet on the pavement. Three 
really good comrades were enrolled. 
They were a married couple and a 
school teacher, who rather than give 
up The Salvation Army resigned from 
his school in order to take a definite 
stand. 

God's Meeting 

"While these comrades were kneel- 
ing on a mat with their hands 
stretched to heaven with only a hur- 
ricane lamp for a light a storm arose 
and the vivid lightning illuminated 
our Colors which floated above the 
kneeling comrades, and ever and anon 
the thunder crashed. It was all very 
impressive. The people began to 
move, but we told them that it was 
God's meetine and that the storm 
would cease. This made a great im- 
pression upon them, especially as the 
rain did not come and the storm 
passed away, and we were able to 
have a red-hot prayer meeting with 
twenty-five seekers at the mercy 
seat. The first was a Mohammedan 
and among the others were five 



heathen men referred to elsewhere in 
the letter. Each one prayed earnest- 
ly and one of the women said, 'Oh ! 
God I am such a great sinner, my 
sins are very heavy on my head,' (the 
women carry heavy loads on their 
heads), *but Jesus, died to take my 
load away and it is so very heavy. 
Lord take it away now and save me 
from the Evil One.' Their prayers are 
most moving and full of pathos and ' 
deep feelings: They realise how far 
they are from goodness. 

Right Among the Heathen 
"The next place visited was Oje 

heathen. Seats were arranged in a 
large space in front of the Officers' 
quarters: The Ensign decorated the 
place with palms and coconut boughs 
and flowers. Fully 200 people came 
to the open air altar service, for it 
was the time of the Harvest Festival. 

"My heart was greatly moved to 
see them come forward at the invita- 
tion to place the envelope on the table 
and their pennies wrapped in paper. 
Dear little children pushed through 
and brought their pennies also. 

"We visited our Young People's 
Hall which was packed with children 
and their little faces shone with inter- 
est as I taught them to sing in Eng- 
lish, 'Jesus can keep little children 
good all the day.' 

"A lantern- service finished the visit 
to Oje. The first half of the meet- 
ing was taken up with pictures of 
Army Leaders and buildings and the 
latter half with scenes from the Life 
of Christ. The minister of the Church 
was present and spoke very highly of 
our work. Seven seekers came for- 
ward at the two meetings. Our pro- 
gress in these districts is slow, the 



Officers are working very hard; Ea- 
sign and Mrs. Wisdom tramp many 
miles and their de-.r little child, 2% 
years old, tramps with them — a real 
little warrior; sometimes she gets' a 
lift on a woman's back. Both these 
openings could start a school, im- 
mediately, as many children are wait- 
ing at our doors to be taught." 

Ebutte Metta was visited by the 
Lieut.-Golonel recently and ten seek- 
ers volunteered. The first was a 
woman who had come forward before 
the prayer meeting began. A young 
man offered himself for the work. 

Mrs. Lieut-Colonel Souter has 
been paying visits to the people's 
homes in order to get hold of the 
women. Quite a number of women 
attend these gatherings in their homes 
and Mrs. Souter is full of hope that 
some of them will be won for Christ. . 

On Monday afternoon these gather- 
ings are held and the women take 
quite an interest in them and bring 
their own chairs and join in the sing- 
ing. A woman comrade acts as inter- 
preter. There is a very large field 
for this kind of work. 

Worshipping an Idol 

A visit to the home of a heathen 
is thus described by the Colonel. "The 
house was a small one, built of 
mud dried in the sun. Quite a number 
of people were inside, and it was so 
dark that we could scarcely see them. 
An interpreter went with us, and while 
we were talking with one of the men, 
some at the end of the room were 
worshipping an idol, a very hideous 
carving. It was a real study in ear- 
nest devotion, and there is no doubt 
when we get hold of these people and 
they know God this same devotion will 
help to make them into splendid 
Salvationists."

A year later, at 187 Quai Valmy, a 
Hall holding 800 was taken, with 
rooms and dormitories for the Train- 
ing Garrison. The first number of 'En 
Avant' came out in 1882, wirt a pic- 
ture of the front of Headquarters and 
this inscription underneath : — 

'Here "one loses worry, grief, sor- 
row, care.?, uncertainty, despair, and 
the fear of death. 

'Here is to be found peace, joy, con- 
solation, liberty, certainty, happiness, 
assurances, and eternal life.' 

'The "War Cry" made a sensation 
in France and Switzerland, and many 
subscribed to. it. Its incisive, aggres- 
sive articles had the effect of a shock. 
Soon Corps were opened at Valence, 
Nimes, St. Jean du Gard, and in 
Switzerland at Geneva, NeuchStel, 
Neuveville, and St. Aubin A wave of 
Salvation swept over the land, and 
raised up strong persecutions. The 
work triumphed by the aetion of the 
Holy Spirit, in spite of opposition, 
hatred, and calumny. 

At Quai Valmy we had rude as- 
saults to sustain in 1886, 1887, 1888, 
1889. On January' 29, 1886, my 
cousin. Cadet Louis Jeanmonod, who 



was keeping the door at Quai Valmy, 
was struck violently on the head and 
chest. He died from the effects on 
February 5th. His was a triumphant 
death, and it made a great impres- 
sion in France and Switzerland. On 
Thursday, April 25, 1889, after seven 
active years at Quai Valmy, we opened 
a fine Hall near the Opera at 3 Rue 
Auber. Never can we forget the 
splendid audiences which gathered 
there. People of all nationalities fol- 
lowed the Meetings, and thousands of 
souls found Salvation there. At the 
beginning of the twentieth century 
Headquarters was transferred to Hue 
St, Augustin, and the Central Hall to 
Sue Hontmartre, adjacent to the big 
boulevards. 

Has The Salvation Army kept its 
promises ? Judge for yourselves. 
From the work in Paris in 1881 has 
sprung the work in Switzerland, the 
success of which was eloquently 
proved during the General's Motor 
Tour in the autumn of last year. 

In France as in Switzerland public 
opinion has been won. The authorities 
are pleased to have our help. The 
Army has awakened in hundreds of 



young men and women the inclination 
to rise up and consecrate their lives 
for the Salvation of souls in the paths 
of sacrifice, renouncement, and high 
ideals. The Social Work, which was 
started at the same time that Corps 
were opened, iias met an urgent need. 

In 1920 The Salvation Army ac- 
quired at 76 Rue de Rome a fine build- 
ing which serves. as Territorial Head- 
quarters. At Asniferes a house used 
as a Rescue Home has been bought. 
One hundred thousand francs received 
in voluntary gifts up to now speak 
of the power and worth of the work. 
This is without counting the numerous 
Hostels in Paris, Lyons, Marseilles, 
Valenciennes, and Lille which shelter 
thousands of men and women. 

In the vast Oratory of the Louvre, 
the first Protestant Church of France, 
where the great preachers of the time 
of Louis XIV and XV made their 
voices heard, Mrs. Lieut.-Commis- 
sioner Peyron gave an address on 
'Mrs. Booth, the Mother of The Sal- 
vation Army,' before an audience of 
1,000 persons. 

Soul-saving Campaigns conducted 
by Lieut.-Commissioner Peyron have 
everywhere been the means of many 
conversions and the raising up of 
Officers. The Salvation Army is full 
of promise for the future. God is 
with us. It is, in our time, one of the 
most beautiful sections of the con- 
quering Church of Christ, 
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he following remarkable tribute 
the genius of the Salvation Army 
eared not long ago in the ' Santa 
z Sentinel,' Western U.S.A.:— 
It bends its knee in the streets 
Idst carelessness and indifference 
breathes a prayer for shipwrecked 
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souls. It stands throughout the world 
a human lighthouse, keeping men and 
women clear of the rocks of social 
ruin. It sings with voice sweet enough 
to break the hardest heart, and com- 
manding enough to arrest the atten- 
tion of the mighty. It speaks, in 
forty languages of the earth, a uni- 
versal language. . It smiles, and so 
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disseminates the cheerful religion ad- 
vocated by its Founder, General Wil- 
liam Booth, who was, during his life- 
time, and still continues to he, the 
animating example which actuates 
the workings of this remarkable Or- 
ganization, which has from its begin- 
ning never ceased to "feed the hun- 
gry, clothe the naked, and open the 



prison doors to them that are bound." 
The goal of the Salvation Army is 
ever the permanent uplift of human- 
ity to a plane of righteousness. At 
any hour of the day may be seen the 
blue-bonneted lasses of this minister- 
ing agency standing at the brink of 
society's blackest maelstrom reaching

A well-known musical author, 
writing on tile common sense of voc- 
al development, says: — 

'Singing, laughing, and crying are 
nature's own methods of filling and 
re-filling the lungs with fresh air to 
their extraordinary capacity; and it 
may help to gladden the heart of 
many a weary man pacing the mid- 
night floor with his implacable infant 
to recall the words of Mr. Bumble to 
his newly-wedded wife in begging 
her to "cry her hardest. It opens the 
lungs, washes the countenance, ex- 
ercises the eyes, and softens down 
the temper, so cry away," and to re- 
flect on their wondrous truth. And 
is not this, too, another reason 
against sparing the rod too much in 
childhood? 

'But whilst people cannot he al- 
ways crying or laughing sufficiently 
for the purpose, jet a moderate 
amount of singing can, with few ex- 
ceptions, be indulged in daily, and 
there can be doubt that half an 
hour's practice with scales, exercises, 
or simple songs would work wonders 
with many constitutions, especially if 
in any way predisposed to respira- 
tory disease, or, which is perhaps the 
same thing, with ill-developed 
throats and chests. 

'Singing is, again, an education in 
itself, not only for the memory, but 
also for the ear; and one finds with 
pleasure that in many schools the 
system is adopted for making the 
children sing over spelling and other 
important subjects it is designed to 
impress upon their minds ; and 
whilst the latter are pleasantly in- 
fluenced in the one way so the spec- 
ial nerve-sense of hearing is uncon- 
sciously educated in the essential 
elements of melody and harmony.'

Interesting Notes from The Army's World-Wide Battlefield

IT is gratifying to know that the 
Centra! Holiness Meetings which 
were commenced at Clapton Con- 
gress Kail, many years ago, continue 
to retain their refreshing 
and inspiring character. Week by 
week many hundreds of. peo- 
ple gather in the historic build- 
ing to hear various Army leaders ex- 
pound the glorious doctrine Of full 
Salvation and it would be no exag- 
geration to say that thousands of 
people of all denominations have 
claimed the Blessing of Holiness at 
these gatherings, and there are un- 
doubtedly comrades in almost every 
corner of the world — many of them 
Missionary Officers — who recall with 
gratitude these weekly seasons of 
spiritual power. It is a grand sight 
to see the response of Young People 
to the call of the Spirit and one ex- 
periences a thrill of satisfaction as 
fine, strapping, young fellows step 
out with deliberation to place their 
lives on the altar of sacrifice and ser- 
vice. 

At one of the most recent meetings, 
Commissioner Howard had scarcely 
opened proceedings when a middle- 
aged man left his seat and knelt at 
the Holiness Table. With deep emo- 
tion he stated that he had been the 
Color Sergeant of a certain London 
Corps, but neglecting to take a deter- 
mined stand among his work-mates 
he had lost his experience for some 
time. The Commissioner invited the 
congregation to unite in prayer for 
the seeker's restoration and eventually 
the man claimed the assurance of his 
acceptance with God. He hurried 
back to bis seat and emhracing his 
wife besought forgiveness for the dis- 
appointment and worry he had occas- 
ioned her, during the period of his 
baeksliding. Such incidents could be 
multiplied.

The Anti-Suicide Bureau was in- 
stituted by The Army Founder at a 
period when a suicidal wave appeared 
to pass over England, and from the 
day of its establishment thousands of 
people who were despairing and des- 
perate from various physical or men- 
tal .depressions have sought the coun- 
sel, sympathy and practical assistance 
which the bureau offered. The com- 
rades engaged in this work have 
sought out would-be suicides and 
saved them from death. 

The value of the Anti-Suicide Bur- 
eau is recognised by the Metropolitan 
Police authorities. Quite recently 
the cases of six people who had made 
attempts to take their lives were re- 
ferred to our Officers for sympathy 
and expert advice. 

The Officer in charge of the Bureau 
records an instance of a well-to-do 
man, who had attempted to destroy 
himself . The police, perplexed by the 
case, sent for a Salvation Army Offi- 
cer who discovered that the man was 
a merchant holding stocks on a falling 
market. Bather than face the dis- 
grace of bankruptcy he had decided to 
end his life. Fortunately the Officer 
was able in due course to find a happy 
way out of the difficulties with which 
the man was beset.

The Toeran Hospital, Java, is not 
large, but although there* is only room 
for thirty native patients, there rad- 
iates an extensive work of healing and 
mercy to the villages around. The 
hospital was erected at the request of 
the Javanese authorities and is at 
present under the direction of Ensign 
Bohn, a Swedish Officer who has ob- 
tained considerable knowledge of 
nursing during her Army experience. 

At times of accident or sudden cases 
of illness, the natives hurry to the 
Ensign for treatment and advice. 
Upon one occasion the Officers were 
awakened by the police at night, to 
attend to a man who while playing for 
money had been attacked and severely 
injured. The man was carefully at- 
tended to, and after his wounds had 
been washed and bound, he was com- 
fortably accommodated until well 
enough to leave the Hospital. 

The labors of our comrades are ap- 
preciated by the ones for whom they 
toil. Some experience more difficulty 
in understanding the cause of the de- 
votion on the part of our Officers. 
Kecently an Officer at the hospital 
was asked by one of the patients if 
he had been guilty of a crime in his 
own country and had been sent for 
punishment, to clean their wounds and 
nurse the sick ! The Officer was able 
to tell him of Jesus, the Son of God, 
who died to save the world, and of 
the love which had entered his own 
heart and led him out from a life of 
selfishness and ease to one of sacrifice 
vnd service for others.

Larsson, looking a little tired, hut 
facing with undaunted determination 
their future field of warfare in South 
America; Lieut.-Commissioner and 
.Mrs. Povlseii, in good health, with 
a rich experience, and beloved in 
every part of the four Territories; 
Lieut.-Commissioiicr and Mrs. Pal- 
mer, full of God's wonderful dealings 
with them in South America and yet 
'feeding' daily on Finland, their new 
laud of adoption; Colonels Gundcr- 
■(.'ii and 1 Tain inn r. and Lieul. -Colon- 
els Kiiiut and Rlomberg (the respec- 
tive Chief Secretaries). with their 
wives, all Officers of insight, energy, 
and spiritual ambition. 

Taking the delegates as a whole, 
while of course they were of all ages, 
the majority were under forty.

Spirit of Unity 

Then the wonderful intermingling 
of these comrades in the spirit of un- 
ity and oneness of purpose. Distinc- 
tive characteristics associated with 
the different countries there could 
not be; variations in language and 
enunciation : but withal a >ii>.gleness 
of heart, and a delightful sense of 
comradeship, sympathy, and mutual 
confidence.

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To the many volumes 
on practical religion 
which had their concept* 
ion in the fiery soul of 
otir late beloved General 
has now been added another which 
= bears the title The Pounder's Mes- 
sages to Soldiers.' This was briefly 
reviewed In our issue of February 
4th. Written in 1907 s. the 
Messages were read to tttose 
to whom they were addressed at 
some convenient weekly gathering', 
usually on Sunday morning', and 
formed one item of the service. As 
the General so truly says in a preface 
he contributes to the volume. The 
Messages contain much of the pure 
m3k of Salvationism,' and for that 
reason he warmly commends them 
not only to the Soldiers of The Army, 
but also to our Officers everywhere. 

Beggimj is not. on the face of it an 
inviting topic ; but the Founder in 
one of the papers makes it not merely 
attractive but of deep religious sig- 
nificance. William Booth was him- 
self a prince among beggars — if the 
paradox may be pcxdoned — and he 
boasted with permissible pride of 
his success. Those who caricatured 
and slandered him did so by miscon- 
struing his motive, as for instance 
did a certain tailor of whom he often 
"told. Thi- fll-u.tentioned tradesman 
exhibited in his shop window an over- 
coat to which he attached the label: 
This coat was made for General 
Booth, but it was returned because the 
pockets were not large enough:" This 
man like hundreds of others, of course 
inferred that our beloved Founder 
begged for his own enrichment, 
which has since been abundantly dis- 
proved. The purposes for which he 
exercised his incomparable art, and 
which he sets before his Soldiers in 
this message \ ere : — 

To help the poor and suffering. 

For th ■ cost of the Salvation Wax; 
for saving- the souls of men. 

For die maintenance and extension 
of the Kingdom of God <n earth. 

Then he shows that God Himself 
is a beggar, and that it is the duty 
of all Salvaticr "sts to follow the ex- 
ample of their Heavenly Father. 
But while bur'ng from others ihey 
should not forget to beg from them- 
selves — in other words, they should 
be ready at all times to put their 
tum^a into their own pockets. Above 
all, they should beg for souls.

BY THE ARMY FOUNDER 



WE have the most striking justifi- 
cation for the assertion that 
Satan is really and truly, in 
an awfully solemn sense, trie god of 
this world. He is in possession of the 
souls and bodies of men. Look at the 
savage nations with their superstitions 
and vices and their bloody wars, and 
loot at the professedly religious na- 
tions with their superstitions and 
vices, and their bloody wars — ali quite 
as ruinous, or more so, and anyway, 
more unreasonable and inexcusable. 
Alin at Great Progress 

There can be no question that God's 
will is that those who are on, the Lord's 
side should aim at the great and God- 
like purpose of rescuing the world 
from the Devil's grip, and direct and 
devote all their energies to its accom- 
plishment. 

What a formidable task! Yet, 
thank God, it is possible. 

But there is only one way, and that 
is by fighting. We cannot persuade 
the Devil out of his stronghold. There 
is nothing for it but to fight, and to 
fight to the death. If then there is 
to be fighting, and such fierce and ter- 
rible fighting as will overcome this 
great enemy, there must of necessity- 
be Soldiers, and they must be good 
Soldiers too. Now what is a good Sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ 7 

A good Soldier is a good man or 
a good woman. In this War both 
men and women are equally eligible, 
but whether man or woman goodness 
is indispensable- In other armies 
this is not a particular requirement. 
The recruiting sergeant does not in- 
quire if the recruit has been converted, 
if he prays without ceasing, or has a 
clean heart. Very bad men have, I 
suppose, been reckoned in the killing 
armies very good soldiers; but in the 
Army of Salvation — The Army whose 
object it is to destroy sin, defeat the 
Devi], and deliver £t>uls from going 
down to Hell — we must have good 
men. God Almighty wants veterans 
who have been themselves delivered 
from the power of the foe, and washed 
*n the Blood of the Lamb, and who 
-ill follow Him whithersoever He 
leadeth. 

A good Soldier understands his 
business. He is intelligent in all that 
concern; the war, especially all that 
concerns the part he has to take in it. 
For instance, he understands the 
weapons he has to use. 

Clever with Weapons 

Just so, we want Soldiers equally 
skilled in the use of spiritual weapons, 
who can use the sharp two-edged 
sword, and pour just at the right 
time, and at any range, the heavy 
shot and shell of Divine truth in upon 
the foe; who can startle and scatter, 
and kill, and bring to life again with 
the truth about God, and death, and 
judgment, and Heaven and Hell, and 
Calvary, and a host of other themes. 
We want Soldiers who understand the 
hearts of men, who are acquainted 
with the devices of Satan and the de- 
lusions and excuses and hiding-places 
of sinners, and who know how to pour 
in volley after volley of red-hot truth 
upon rebels, until they run, or yield, 
or fall at the feet of the conquering 
Saviour. 

Good Soldiers understand how to 
act in combination. Nothing strikes 
a spectator more when witnessing a 
body of troops go through any mili- 
tary exercises than the precision and 
uniformity with which they' act to- 
gether. They all move as one man, 
like a machine. And that is the thing 
aimed at, and therein lies the secret 
of their power as an army. With- 
out it they would be but a mob. Just 
so the Soldiers of Jesus Christ must 
[earn to art promptly and loyally in 
combination with their brethren. 

Individual effort has been extolled, 



and that not at all too highly. Let 
every man learn the art of personal 
attack and self-defence, and God give 
all our Soldiers wisdom and courage 
to stand up alone, and to stand to 
the very death. But after all, in 
spiritual armies, as a great captain 
said with respect to killing armies, 
victory is on the side of the big bat- 
talions. True, God can and does de- 
liver by the few as well as by the 
many, "and He greatly prefers the 
true-hearted few to the double-mind- 
ed many. But how much more He 
prefers to use the true-hearted multi- 
tude, we need not wait to argue — it 
is self-evident — it is supported by the 
Holv Scriptures and by ungainsayable 
facts. 

Think of the wonderful results that 
would follow the united skilful, per- 
sistent attacks of a spiritual force, say 
only a thousand ■ strong, upon any 
town, howsoever large that town might 
be. A thousand men and women who 
alike knew how to plead with God 
and man, who had faith to pull down 
holy fire from Heaven, and to set on 
fire the consciences of sinners with 
the fear of death, and judgment, and 
damnation. 

Of course the lives of sinners would 
become unendurable in tbe presence 
of such warriors, who were always, 
both in season and out of, season, 
bringing them face to face with God 
and the coming consequences of all 
their ways. 

Always a Fighting Man 

A good Soldier of Jesus Christ is 
always a fighting man. This asser- 
tion may sound strange and unneces- 
sary, but it is not so. Is not fighting 
the very essence, and meaning, and 
bone and marrow of good Soldiery ? 
And it is not the spirit of war, the li- 
Kng for it, and the habit of it, the 
very essence of all true Christian Sol- 
diery likewise ? Is it not the ungain- 
sayable reason for the most melan- 
choly and undeniable failure of this 
holy war these last two thousand 
years that His warriors have been so 
accustomed to any amount of profes- 
sion and dissertation, but so little 
actuated and driven by the overcom- 
ing spirit of conquest ? 

What matters it what else sol- 
diers can do if they cannot fight ? 
They are hired to fight, paid to fight, 
reckoned and relied on to fight, and 
when the hour conies, if they prove 
not the men of tbe hour, woe to the 
nation that has counted on them, and 
woe to the soldiers too. 

Another mark of a good Soldier is 
that he endures hardness. I suppose 
the worst possible form of soldiers 
would be men, who, from their appear- 
ance and capacity and antecedents, 
led their officers to rely upon them for 
the discharge of difficult and impor- 
tant duties, but who in the hour of 
difficulty gave way, and so brought 
about disaster and defeat. And so, on 
the contrary, I suppose the highest 
form of Soldiers or of sen-ants of 
God or man of any other name, and 
those to whom it can be said before- 
hand : They can suffer, they can die, 
but they cannot flinch; they will not 
yield. 

Holding on Grace 

I have met with all kinds of grace, 
but of this holding on grace, this stay- 
ing power, this enduring to the end, 
I mast confess that I have not found 
it very common £ And yet it is the 
true soldier's grace. And what is it 
but the willingness, the capacity to 
suffer, the acceptance of the agony 
and the crucifixion as the only road 
for the true Soldier to resurrection 
and to certain and triumphant entry 
into Heaven ? For Soldiers of Jesus 
Christ who know not only how to live 
and how to fight, but how to die, are 
invincible.

The report 
says the saving in coal by such an 
electrification would be* 8,890,200 
tons annually. 



Wonderful Yellow Island 

AND ITS MOUNTAIN OF SULPHUR 
Millions of Tons of Treasure Waiting to be Taken Away 



IN the Pacifie Ocean, about 900 miles 
from the Queensland coast, is a 
mountain made of almost pure 
sulphur. 

It peeps up out of the wat«rs to a 
height of 1,600 feet and forms an 
island of about a hundred square 
miles, shaped something lik<> a squat 
pyramid. Ships that pass in the day 
see the bare parts of it standing out 




The above map shows the location of 
the Island of Sulphur 

amid the luxuriant tropical vegeta-' 
tion, like sparkling nuggets of gold, 
and a stream of yellow water runs 
down the side of the mountain and 
falls at different points in cascades of 
dazzling brightness, so that it is called 
the Kiver of Gold. 

The sulphur island is known as 
Vanua Lava, and is one or the Banks' 
group of islands in the New Hebrides, 
which belong to no one European 
Power, but are administered jointly 
by Britain and France under a form 
of government that is called a Con- 
dominium, from two Latin words, 
meaning master and together. 

It is this form of government that 
lias prevented the vast mass of rich 
sulphur from being made available 



for civilization. Twenty-five years 
ago a French company began to move 
the mountain. They built a concrete 
wharf and an aerial railway up the 
mountain to a height of 900 feet. Hun- 
dreds of natives were set to work to 
dig out the sulphur and convey it to 
the railroad by which it was earned 
to the wharf, and thence it was 
shipped to Europe and sold at a hand- 
some profit. 

Then it was found that an Austra- 
lian engineer had established an ear- 
lier claim to work the mountain, and 
as the Government of the island could 
not guarantee a monopoly to the 
Freneh company, it eeased to operate. 

Now a British-Australian company 
is seriously proposing to dig out this 
sulphur and ship it to countries where 
it is needed. A Condominium, how- 
ever, is a cumbersome form of govern- 
ment, and no rapid decisions can be 
arrived at, so that the British-Aus- 
tralian company has not yet secured 
the necessary permission to begin 
operations. 

The British side of the Condomin- 
ium is favorable to the enterprise, 
and attempts are being made to gain 
the consent of the French. If this is 
successful the great mass of sulphur 
will become available for the world's 
use. There are millions ot tons, and 
scientists declare that 99 parts out of 
every 100 are pure sulphur — only one 
per cent, being ash. 

Comparatively near are the islands 
of Nauru and Ocean, containing im- 
mense deposits of phosphate of lime, 
and phosphates are the crying need 
of the farmer all over the world to- 
day. But the phosphates of Nauru 
and Ocean are not soluble in water, 
which is necessary if the farmer is to 
be able to use them. 

One thing alone is needed to make 
them soluble, and that is large quan- 
tities of sulphur, by means of whieh 
the chemist is able to render the phos- 
phate rocks soluble. And here, al- 
most at the door of Nauru, is the very 
sulphur needed for the purpose — inex- 
haustible supplies, which had almost 
been forgotten during recent years.

Power Sent Through Space — The New Wireless Miracle That Will Be 
' Here in Due Tune

THE human voice has been sent by 
wireless across 3,000 miles of 
space; telegraphic signals have 
been sent twice that distance and 
more. Now comes the news of experi- 
ments being made to send power by 
wireless for hundreds of miles. 

Imagine the coal at the pit-head 
being burned into electricity, and the 
electric current sent by wireless to a 
smelting works huried in the hills a 
hundred miles away; or wireless pow- 
er transmitted to a ship whose engines 
are fed from a land station while she 
crosses the Atlantic, so that the huge 
space a fast vessel has to-day to 
allow for fuel ean be used for pas- 
senger accommodation or for cargo. 
It will mean a complete revolution in 
ships. 

As things are to-day such a problem 
seems impossible of solution; but who, 
twenty years ago, would have be- 
lieved it possible to talk across the 
Atlantic Ocean by wireless ? 

The losses in wireless work are en- 
ormous. If, for instance, a signal is 
sent from London, England, it" will 
travel v "in all directions— to Paris, 
Brussels, Chriatiania, Dublin, and so 
on. : The light of the sun travels in jdl 
directions, but concentrate a few of its 



rays with a burning, glass and you 
will have enough heat to start a fire. 
It is very much the same with regard 
to wireless. 

Already we know that wireless sig- 
nals can be directed so that they travel 
only in a certain direction. This is 
the beginning of concentration. The 
day may not be far distant when the 
immense energy of a large wireless 
aerial may be concentrated so as to 
focus on a spot a long distance away, 
where the energy is collected and 
made to do work of various kinds. 

Years ago the famous electrician 
Tesla designed a wireless tower 
ivhieh should radiate energy to any 
desired spot, but very little was known 
then of the science that has since 
made amazing strides, and wireless 
telegraphy was too young to enable 
Tesla to carry out his ideas. 

But there is every reason to believe 
that the dreams of Tesla may yet be 
realized after all, and that, just as 
power is sent over wires for hundreds 
of miles by the high-tension systems 
in use in foreign countries, so power 
will one day be transmitted through 
the ether, with sufficiently small losses 
to make it of pradical value. It will 
not be done yet; but it will be done.

In a real and glorious spiritual 
sensB the General's Campaign has ac- 
complishes this miracle of transform- 
ation. Stunted growth, arrested devel- 
opment, self-hound hearts, nay, souls 
dead in trespasses and sins, have Ijeon 
quickened into newness of life, and 
under the revivifying, irresistible rays 
of a Pull Salvation the fetters have 
melted, and 'a new creation' of per- 
fect consecration and glad service has 
dawned. 

The expectations oi my cabled re- 
port from Cliristiania have been more 
llian fulfilled. Good as the first Ave 
Meetings of the Two Days with God 
had been, the final gathering surpassed 
even the most optimistic predictions. 
Three thousand five hundred people 
were crammed into the capacious 
Calnieyergaten with its lofty galleries 
and its eyrie of a pulpit from which 
tlia General poured forth his burning 
message. Crowds waited outside in 
the cold and snow, so that when any 
left ihe b;?ieagiire!l building (lie garri- 
son was instantly brought up to full 
strength again. 

"Sing and Smile" 

It would not ha wide of the mark 
to describe the vast assemblage a.i a 
devout congregation, so fixed was 
their attention. 'Sing and smile!' 
was tlia General's injunction at the 
start of the Two Days, and he called 
upon the whole house to u:> ihii as 
I lie Mooting opened with a favorite 
refrain— 'Jesus can never fail!' This 
prepared the way for a beautiful and 
touching testimony. 

'Hera a^i 1, sixty-five years of age, 
said iljo General, 'I shall soon ha gone; 
bat as I looK back ever fifty years of 
sen-ins God I can say to-nl^ht t? His 
i'iory that Ke lias never failed me!' 

lie ownrd that he had not been feel- 
ing very well, hut he had felt the pres- 
ence ct God in these nestings, and had 
b-en p-pecially gratified to note the 
people's interest in the Army's Mis- 
sionary work. His one request was 
that whether they belonged to the 
Army or not, they would pray for the 
work. Venturing still further, he add- 
ed: 'n.id it any C £ you have never 
jet done anything for God, begin to- 
night! Go to your mother, your father, 
your children, your townsmen and 
women, and seek their souls' Snlva- 
tion.' 

A close and friendly but none the 
less Insistent appeal from Lleut.-Col- 
imel Booth (the International Secre- 
tary) to take what was, perhaps, the 
step to bring thorn within reach of the 
Heavenly Vision — of what was God's 
will and work for them as individuals 
■-preceded the General's startling 
plea to this vast audieneo that they 
should bo 'fair and honest with God.' 
He deserfbed sin in all its horrid 
aspects not loss than the niipremo 
llemedy In all Its cleansing and em- 
powering fullness, and when tho 
Prayer Meeting was reached the whole 
place appeared to be what Colonel 
Pugmire afterwards termed it, a very 
'furnnee of conviction," 



* Such an outcoming of broUennp 
penitents is- rarely witnessed. Many, 
under the weight of their feelings, or 
blinded by the Light that prostrated 
Saul on the way to Damascus, tottered 
rather than walked to the mercy-seat. 
The top-most gallery was not too far, 
nor the utmost edge of tho crowded 
area too difficult, for men and women 
and young people of splendid promise 
to follow the call to the Cross. Tlie 
General, now on the bridge, and now 
up and down the Hall, just gloried in 
the fight, till thoughts of his indispo- 
sition flung aside, while Commissioner 
Mrs. Bontli-Hsllberg and her leading 
staff shared ardently in the fray.

From Home

"What was to be done with so hap- 
less a mortal ? 

"The answer was given by sev- 
eral local Protestant charitable agen- 
■ cjes acting jointly. Their work 
. shows that neither color nor creed 
nor even culpability count a straw 
when a man is sick and destitute. 
■The eourse of events was as follows: 
"Mae. turned up, after being dis- 
charged from the St. Vincent de 
Paul Penitentiary where lie had ser- 
ved four years, at the Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital and was treated as an 
outdoor patient for T. B. He was 
living in St, Antoine Street through 
the charity of a friend who kept a 
:'pool room. The hospital recognized 
that the only chance for him was to 
get him south into his native elimate. 
"At this point the Social Service 
Department of the hospital took him 
in hand and got in touch with the 
Canadian Prisoner's Welfare Associ- 
ation. The latter body could not 
afford to send him to Kentucky hut 
thought they would be doing their 
duty by forwarding him to New 
York to another prison association 
or colored association. 

"Then the Dominion Immigration 
Department stepped in because as an 
ex-convict, Mac. was a deportation 
case. The Department's duty was to 
put him over the border at Rause's 
Point; but they readily agreed to 
allow the Prisoner's Welfare to see 
that the man got to New York.
